If, as Anatole France says—I believe—criticism is the adventure of a soul 
among masterpieces, biography is the adventure of a soul among human 
masterpieces. The best known men and women are not, per se, the greatest 
works of God. The happiest beings, like the most peaceful countries, have the 
least eventful histories, as George Eliot said long before we ever thought it. 
But ft does seem as if the Maker or Fate, or whatever we call the force 
which directs the course of life, gave to a few men and women some final little 
twist of mind that makes them leaders of fact or of fancy. It is almost too 
obvious to suggest that one wouldn't have expected to find the baby who was 
saved from death almost immediately after his birth by a sop of gun grease 


government through that most horrible of conflicts, a civil war, and wrote some 
of the most beautiful and simple prose in the English language. We must ad- 
mit that fate decrees that some shall be great and some shall be nameless. And 
it is a fair appellation, I believe, to call fate’s ee human masterpieces.

Therefore, whenever he writes about characters hé is himself a human master- 
piece. His new book is not, however, entirely about characters. Whenever it 
is, he is brilliant, amusing, spirited. Some of it, anda good deal of it, is literary 
criticism—about Shakespeare's final period, about Voltaire’s tragedies, about 
the poetry of Blake, about Racine—an4d, although it is pleasant writing, ‘and 
although it probably adds something to the critical archives, it is dull.
